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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest, a subretinal delivery device 
comprising: a reservoir; a cannula extending from the reservoir, the cannula having a 
length and being configured such that it extends from the reservoir through the vitreous 
and through the retina with a distal end terminating in a subretinal space when the 
reservoir is disposed exterior the eye on the sclera or when the reservoir is disposed 
within the eye; a securing mechanism near the distal end of the cannula configured to 
secure a distal portion of the cannula to the retina ; and wherein the cannula is 
configured so that an agent in the reservoir is released from the reservoir through the 
cannula to the eye subretinally.
